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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed January 26, 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Motamed fails to teach "determining if running applications 
require full processing..." Examiner submits that the rejection was based on a combination of Matsui and Motamed. Motamed is cited to 
provide teachings related to the well-known, common-sense determinations regarding availability of resource. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art, having the teachings of Matsui and Motamed before him at the time the invention was made, to first 
determine if running applications require full processing when the computing device receives said signal to power off, before actually 
powering off and encounter processing problems; and providing a notification that applications will be canceled if the computing device is 
turned off so that users may be informed [i.e., before executing an action, check to make sure you have the resources to execute the 
action]. Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Motamed and Matsui. Examiner submits that Motamed 
provides an efficient way to manage data processing in a system architecture akin to Matsui's [col.2, II.6-8]. Examiner does not believe 
one with ordinary skill in the art, having references with alleged different endeavors, would be unmotivated to combine the advantageous 
teachings of the references [e.g., combining references that reduce heat dissipation and chip space would yield a miniaturized chip 
without much of the overheating issues - i.e., improvement or progress, which is the intent of the patent system]. Applicant asserts that 
"claim 1 is directed to a method for providing a simulated off condition in a computing device and NOT managing data processing". 
Examiner is perplexed and submits that the limitation "running applications require full processing" indicates that managing data 
processing is involved. As such, Applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive and the rejections are respectfully maintained. 
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
